“Somewhat over a year ago, as President of 
the Canadian Patriotic Fund, 1 made an appeal 
to the people of the Dominion for funds to assist 
the families of the gallant men who are going to 
the front.

Monies have 
poured into the treasury of the Fund until the 
total contributions have reached and exceeded 
six million dollars.
